out with so much expense, labour, and ability 
and of which such high hopes were entertain- 
ed, God was pleased to render ansucceseful. 
Perhaps totry the faith of his children, and 
whether they would still obey him in preach- 
ing the Gospel to every creature, and still be- 
lieve his word, that Jesus should have the 
* heathen for his inheritance, and the uttermost 
parts of the earth fora possession.” Perhaps 
also the truly pious persons who originated 
that mission, placed too much dependence on 
hurnan effort.—Subsequent exertions for the 
salvation of those poor islanders have been 
more successful. 

For many years, the dark prospects of the 
heathen, excited no interest among the church- 
es in this highly favored land. That missiona- 
ry spirit which once animated the hearts of 
Mayhew, Elliot, and Brainerd, slept in their 
graves. A few heartless petitions for the con- 
version of the heathen were offered upon the 
enbbath. They are called heartleas, because 
they were not accompaned with vigorous ap- 

ls to the sensibilities of the churches: nor 

‘s the questions ; ** How shall they call on 

in whom they have not believed? And 

sow shallthey believe in him of whom they 
eave not heard? and how shall they hear 
vitiout a preacher, and bow shall they preach 
: they be sent?” urged home upon their 

c ences.—* But passing by these times of 
se orance’’® the churches are now thoroughly 
‘ned respecting the duty of sending the 
‘e ‘Le heathen. And following the 
oa .c. a8 © xample set them by the christians 
. Great ...toin, they are making many efforts 
for this »oject. The only remaining question 
is, whether they are now dvuing al/ that duty 

rs ads ? 

(Len @bristians compare their present ex- 
‘stions for tre salvation of the heathen with 
former times: or when their hearts are ren- 
dered joyful by the intelligence of some suc- 
cessful missionary operativas, like that receiv- 
ed from the Society, and Sandwich islands; a 
cheering thought passes through their minds as 
if the prospects ofthe heathen had now be- 
come prosperous. ‘This is a delusive thought: 
and unlesa exertions are made far, very far 
exceeding any hitherto attemped, the prospects 
of a vast proportion of the heathen, will con- 
tinue wrapped in the darkness of midnight, for 
ages yet to come. 

But few of the hundreds of millions of heath- 
en which people our Globe even now hear the 
messengers of the Gospel. When it is said 
that missionaries are sent to such a nation, or 
such a people ; it should be taken into serious 
consideration how few of that nation can hear 
the preached word; The number of teachers 
bearing no proportion to the numbers. to be 
taught. If few are collected round the mis- 
sionary station and God is pleased in some 
instances to make the preached word effectual 
for the salvation of some of these : what num- 
bers remain, who never hear of @ missionary, 
ef the existence of the Christian religion ! 

One important consideration relative to this 
part of the subject, will now be urged upon the 
attention of christians ; and that is the brevity 
of huinan life. 

The angel of death is prompt in the execu- 
tion of his fatal commission, and waits not for 
the sluggish movements of the churches.— 
Every passing moment bears off the souls of 
thirty, or forty ignorant, but wicked heathen, 
to meet the retributions of eternity. 

Dear Christains your own ‘days are but a 
hand-breadth ;” and “ fly swifter than a weav- 
er’s shuttle.” Your silver and gold will soon 
pass into other hands: And such sre the 
vicissitudes of this ever changing world, per- 
haps your greatest enemies may become your 
heirs, and enjoy your cherished possessions. — 
When you are no more, perhaps your silver, 
and your gold may be employed for objects of 
all others least agreeable to your present views 
and feelings. —Be intreated therefore to conse- 
crate now a liberal portion of your earthly sub- 
stance to the Christ like object of inviting the 
poor benighted heathen to ** the marriage sup- 

r of the Lamb.” 

The faithful christian must be willing to 
follow God in the dark. But if your faith is 
small, and you want present encouragement : 
find it in the multiplied instances, in which 
God has been pleased to bless the missionary 
exertions of his children. 

Where has the American missionary ever 
labored in vain; ** Of old, or later date by 
sea,or land?” Meditate on the number of 
ransomed aboriginees of this land,who are now 
enjoying the happiness of the heavenly world, 
with those devoted missionaries, whom God 
was pleased to make the honored instruments 
of conducting thither. 

Are you eonscious that the character and 
prospects of the heathen of the present genera- 
tion do not excite in your breast that lively 
interest the svbject demands? Then pray 
over it, and make it a more frequent subject 
of contemplation. 

Do you wish to dissipate those dark clouds 
which sometimes obscure your own prospects 
of future blessedness? Be more active in the 
cause of missions. And remember that the 
heathen must experience the reality of that 
which appears so dreadful to your imagina- 
tions. STRATFORD.

You will oblige at least, one of your con- 
stant readers, by inserting the following con- 
stitution of the Hartford Buptist Association, 
adopted at its first organization at Danbury, in 
1790; and which has never been revoked or 
altered, except that its name has been changed 
from that of Danbury—to Hurtford, and the 
time of holding its annual Sessions from Sept. 
to the second Wednesday in Oct. Probably 
there are but few copies of the document ex- 
tant—Our fathers, it will appear by this instru- 
ment, as well as by other testimony in abun- 
dance, considered that the primitive churches 
were organized on strict congregational princt- 
ples—and that Baptist Churches had preserved 
these principles inviolate, in their constitution 
and government. I think it would be useful 
tu the cause of truth, to republish and circu- 
late extensively, the Confession of Faith pub- 
lished originally under the direction of upwards 
of one hundred Baptist Congregations in Great 
Britain, in 1689.—This valuable ducument you 
will observe, is alluded to in the constitutional 
plan, of the Hartford Baptist Association be- 
low. Although the public are referred to the 
Confession of our faith for specific information 
in regard to our sentiments, yet it is presumed 
but few have access to this source of informa- 
tion, 

I am fully satisfied, that our sentiments in 
regard to the doctrines, and duties of Chris- 
tianity, are not as well known to the Christian 
public as they should be. Much has been writ- 
1en ON our distinguishing seutimnents—both by 
ourselves and by our opponents ; but our views 
of the ** Common Salvation,” have rarely been 
presented as a whole to the Christian public, 
and therefore, the reader of the New ‘Testa- 
ment who does not habitually wait on our pub- 


lic ministrations, has not the opportunity of 
comparing the symmetry of our ed. fice with the 


Gospel model.—And | am sorry to add, that 
some of our brethren of the tr.be of Ephraim, 
are vexing Judah, particularly on our outskirts, 
by either ignorantly, or maliciously mistaking 
our sentiments, and practice. Sometimes itis 
said with wonderful apparent regret-—There 
may be, and doubtless there are some good 
men among the Baptists, but they hold many 
erroneous opinions, and maintain many erro- 
neous practices. —Generally, this, from a man 
‘in reputation for wisdom and honor,” will 
silence the enquirer, and he sighs over our 
depravity and regards us thereafter with sus- 
picion. But if the “wise and honoura- 
ble man, be pressed by the enquirer to 
state our error, his reply is not, that we hold 
that Baptism is immersion, and that none are 
subjects of the ordinance but professed be- 
lievers.—This would be true, and for the cor- 
rectness of these views we are always ready 
to appeal to the word of God ; but the reply of 
our sapient adversary is, Oh, they hold to close 
communion—and they deny the Sabbath day— 
* * © © which charges are not true,—as 
a ground of objection against us by our Pedo- 
baptist brethren. For every one who has ta- 
ken the trouble, and has had the candour to 
enquire on these points of our own faith and 
practice ; has been fully satisfied that we hold 
and practice, precisely as they do in these mat- 
ters. We hold, it is true, that Baptism is a 
prerequisite to communion, and so do Pedo- 
baptists. And we hold that God hath from 
the beginning, reserved one day in seven to be 
religiously devoted to hissersice. ‘I'hat under 
the Law it was the seventh day, and under the 
Gospel, the first day of the week, and so Pe- 
dobaptists hold. 


On these subjects [ might say with Job,— 
** Oh that mine enemy had written a book.” — 
I mean a true one, and put his name to it. 
Doubtless, Job meant so—I am far from desir- 
ing the multiplication of anonymous publica- 
tions of a character so base, and calumnies so 
foul, that their authors are ashamed to give 
their name—Such books arejlike the assassin’s 
poniard—Meant to do execution in the dark, 
while the cowardly hand that gives the deadly 
thrust seeks concealment—I have read a book 
that has recently appeared, semi anonymous, 
in which our solemn convocations, fur mutual 
edification, are mocked, as the language seem- 
ed to say, by some Ishmael. Had he been a 
professed enemy of holiness and truth, I could 
have borne it, and I confess I beheld with min- 
gled astonishment and grief—that the Editor 
of the Connecticut Observer had lent his aid 
by holding the darkened lamp, to give more 
sure effect to this fratercidal thrust—Such aid, 
from deeds of darkness, ‘ruth needs not—No, 
her mien is noble, candour sets upon her brow, 
her form is stern, yet lovely, and she saith, 
** in secret have | done nothing.” 

I will hope, however, that Peter’s Lord, has 
looked to penitence and tears, both the real 
and reputed authors of this guilty deed of 
darkness, and that they both may yet become 
through reigning grace, the bold defenders of 
the faith they laboured to destroy. 


SENTIMENTS 

Of those who organized the Danbury Baptist 
Association 1790, published as a preamble to 
the constitution adopted by that body. 

** 1. That such a combination of Churches is 
not only prudent, bui useful, as has appeared 
even in America, by the experience of up- 
wards of sixty years: some of the uses of it 
are, union and communion among themselves, 
maintaining more effectually the order aad 
faith once delivered to the saints, having ad- 
vice in cases of doubts, and help in distress, be- 
ing more able to promote the good of the 
cause. 

2. That such an Assaciation is consistent 
with the independency and power of particular 
Churches, because it pretends to be no other

than an advisory council, utterly disclaiming 
superiority, jurisdiction, coercive right and in- 
falibility. 
3. That an Association should consist of men 
knowing and judicious; particularly in the 
scriptures; the reasons are obvious; such 
men are the fittest to represent communities 
who profess the scriptures to be only rule of 
faith and practice in religious matters, who 
expect that every advice, opinion or direction 
they receive from an Association, scriptural. 
They should be skilful and expert in the laws 
of their God, as counsellors are in the laws of 
the land, for that is the ground of the churches 
application to them. 

CONSTITUTION. 
This Association shall be known and called 
by the name of the Danbury Baptist Association. 
1. The Association to consist only of mes- 
sengers chosen and sent by the Churches ; those 
messengers to be judicious menas described 
in sentiment 3d, 

2. With the messengers the Churches send 
letters addressed to the Association: in the 
letters mention is made of the names of the 
messengers and their authority to act for their 
churches. Also the state of their churches, 
touching their peace, their increase by baptism, 
and by letters dismissive and commendatory 
from other Churches, touching their diminution 
by death, excommunication, and distnission to 
other Churches ; and the number of members. 
If any questions are to be put to the Association, 
and advice to ask, or business to propose, these 
are to be expressed in said letters. 

3. All matters to be determined in this As- 
sociation is by suffrage of the messengers. All 
that speak are to address the Moderator, who 
is totake care that none be interrupted while 
speaking,& that no other indecorum takeplace. 

4. Churches are to be received into the JJs- 
soctution by petition, setting forth their desire 
to be admitted, their faith, order, and willing- 
ness to be conformable to rules of the associa- 
ted body. When it is read and the matter ri- 
pened for a vote, the Moderator states the 
question. Suffrage being 
the petition, the Moderator declares that such 
a Church is received into the Association; in 
token of which, he gives the messengers the 
right hand of fellowship, and bids them take 
their seats, 

5. ‘The Issociation to meet annually as the 
Association shall choose, on the third Wednes- 
day in September at one o'clock in the after- 
noon, and to continue until business be finish- 
ed: It is to be opened with divine service, 
after which a Moderator and Clerk are chosen, 


the messengers are written, that they may be 
called over at afier meetings ; then business is 
attended tu, minutes thereof made, a circular 
letter to the Churches is prepared and signed, 
and acopy of it sent to every Church, contain- 


the Churches, when and by whom vacancies 
are to be supplied, who to preach the next As- 
sociation sermon, and whatever else is needful 
for the Churches to know. 

6. The faith and order of this Association, is 
essentially contained in what follows:—1. A 
belief of the display of God’s divine righteous- 
ness in his moral government, when he made 
and situated man, and gave him such a law as 
he did. 2. That man is by sin totally deprav- 
ed, and destitute of original righteousness, 
whereby he is wholly averse to every inclina- 
tion to his duty, insomuch that despair and 
death are read in all his actions before regen- 
eration; although Christ completed a right- 
eousness by fulfilling the law and satisfying 
justice for the justification of all that believe. 
3. That man’s salvation is wholly in and by 
Christ. 41. By his complete atone:nent for us. 
2. By his victorious grace, conquering our 
hearts by the power of his spirit, in regenera- 
tion and the renewing of the Holy Ghost unto 
final perseverance. 4. Divine sovereignty in 
the glorious election of grace on whom he will 
have mercy, while he leaves the rest to the re- 
ward of disobedience, of which none hath cause 
to complain, for every mouth shall be stopt. 
5. Immersion for baptism, and that on profes- 
sion of faith and repentance. 6. Strict gospel 
liberty and independency of Churches, agreea- 
ble to the ancient Congregational platform, and 
reception into them upon evidence of sound 
conversion ; all of which is more largely set 
forth in a confession put forth by upwards of 
an hundred congregations (in Great Britain) in 
the year 1689, and adopted by the Association 
of Philadelphia, 1742, and by Warren Associa- 
tion, 1767, &c. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. 

The following article oo this subject, is extracted 
from the Circular Leiter of the Vermont Baptist 
Association. We deplore the necessity of thus ex- 
hibitiog these defects of the Baptists befure the pub- 
lic; but there seems to be no other way to correct 
ihe evil complained of, which exists to a very con- 
siderable extent. We fear that covetousness is uot 
considered a crime, by many ; but that the name ot 
prudence is given to that which is in fact parsimony. 
** How hardly shall they who have riches (or set 
their hearts upon them) enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” 

Some men who perform their regular business 
with promptitude, are extremely dilatory in pay- 
ing their proportion for the support of their Pastor ; 
and when they do pay it, seem to do so with reluc 
tance, as though it was an act of cAarity, and not,a 
debt. We are happy, however, in witnessing more 
system, equality, and promptitude, in discharging 
the obligations resting upon churches aod congre- 
gations, than in years past; and believe, that by 
having this subject discussed, and the duties of pa- 
rishioners faithfully shown, that a better state o/ 
things stil! will exist; aod that the laborer in the 
vineyard of the Gospel, will not only be considered 
worthy of his hire, but that he will promptly receive 
it. 


Many of our churches are small, and conse- 
quently, when occupying the most eligible 
ground for holy and united action, can employ 
but a small amount of power in the Redeem-

ing the minutes of the Association, the state of 


er’s Kingdom ; but if the case be reversed, if 
these small churches adopt impolitick or in- 
judicious measures to support the gospel among 
them, which, it is believed, is often the case, 
the consequences must be disastrous. To 
this subject we would therefore direct your 
attention. One method ordinarily pursued in 
collecting the minister’s support requires spe 
cial attention and speedy reformation, as it 
exerts a bad influence on the church by oppres- 
sing and ultimately destroying some of her 
wisest, wealthiest, most liberal and influential 
members 

This is imposing the labour of collecting the 
minister's stipend upon an individual, year 
after year, with the undivided pleasure of mak- 
ing up all deficiencies in the annual subscrip- 
tion. ‘That you may better understand this 
point, we will state a case, which is not alto- 
yether an imaginary one. A Church destitute 
of a pastor receives a visit from a travelling 
minister, by whose labours she is comforted 
and edified and aroused to action. ‘The minis- 
ter consents to remain agiven time, on cer- 
tain conditions—a subscription list is filled, and 
reciprocal engagements being entered| into be- 
tween him and the Church, he enters upon his 
labours. ‘The year ro'ls away. The stipulat- 
ed sui is to be co'lected and paid tothe min- 
ister, and this honor is by vote ofthe Church 
given to a zealous and active deacon, or some 
vther one of the more wealthy and influential 
brethren. ‘Thus far, all is well. The collec- 
tor pays his part, ** as God has prospered him,” 
receives the subscription of a few others, 
promptly and cheerfully; but now his work 
becomes cheerless-and mortifying. The min- 
ister’s contracts are to be met at a given time, 
that time has nearly arrived, and punctuality is 
expected to be observed at least by a minister ; 
he applies to the collector, the collector goes 
to work, but some of the Church are not yet 
ready, he must advance their subcription for 
them, or go away with nothing, save a promise 
of payment at some future period ; others are 
poor and ‘the is in easy circumstances,” he 


course, their inability to pay any thing to sup- 
portthe minister. Hereturns empty, and then 
goes tothe society. Some of these pay prompt- 
lyand cheerfully; others are not pleased with 
the minister and are ‘determined to support 
him no longer,” others would pay what they 
have signed, but reverses of fortune have ren- 
dered them unable, and one or more of the sub- 
scribers have died, or moved away during the 
current year. Notwithstanding his most viyor- 
ous and presevering endeavours to the contra- 
ry, the collector finds a deficit greater or less 
as the case may be. He states this humiliat- 
ing fact to the Church and implores advice and 
aid. This most reasonable request is, howev- 
er denied; some have paid their subscrip- 
lions and that is all that can reasonably be ex- 
pected of them; others have done all, and even 
more than their circumstances would really 
permit, and thus, instead of making up the 
deficiency by a second voluntary subscription or 
equitable asscssment on the church's property 
**that one be not eased and another burdened,'' 
which is the only proper expedient in this case, 
the collector is left to bear the burden alone, 
or divide the loss with the minister, who is 
seldom in circumstances to sustain it, without 
extreme embarrassment. ‘The same scene is 
acted over and over again, untit some of the 
most useful brethien are tempted to exercise 
an undue influence over the minds and move- 
ments of the Churches to which they belong, 
asa sort of remuneration for the sacrifices 
they are thus compelled to make, or to decline 
the honours of collectorship in future as per- 
plexing and oppressive. Others not so well 
qualified for that office must be selected, and 
the fatal consequences are but too apparent.-_- 
By such an impolitick course of procedure 
many of ¢he most liberal, zealous, wealthy and 
influential brethren are oppressed ; their zeal 
checked, their hearts discouraged, and their 
active usefulness greatly circumscribed if not 
destroyed. ‘To this may be traced the di- 
vision of Churches, the frequent removal of 
ministers, the alarming destitution, and the 
lamentable low condition of inany branches of 
Zion within the range of our observation. 

Brethren, t!-.e things ought not so to be ; & 
we earnestly ..treat and exhort you, as the 
remedy is at hand, to banish this evil from 
among you. This can be easily effected by 
fulfiling your covenant engagements to your 
God and one another to support a preached 
Gospel amongst yourselves, by ‘*an equality” 
of property and ability, ** that one be not eased 
and another burdened,” by cordially and prompt- 
ly aiding your collector in making up any defi- 
ciency of subscriptions by a new subscription 
oran equitable assessment on property. In this 
way you may secare the permanent services o! 
your best men in the co!lectors’ department, 
and greatly increase their influence. In this 
way, you will be able to meet punctually all 
your obligations to your minister, and so enable 
him to discharge promptly and like an honest 
man, all his pecuniary engagements, and there- 
by increase his confidence and promote his 
usefulness, as well as secure the continuance 
of hislabours among you. We would con- 
clude by reminding you that in relation to this 
as well as other important duties the vows of 
God are upon you. Therefore * Bring ye all 
the tythes into the storehouse, that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not 
open you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.”

From the Spirit of the Pilgrims. 

THuN COARACTER AND PhOSPECTS OF 
THE HEATHEN. 
Concluded from page 160. 

1. It is said, Why did God permit mankind 
thus to apostatize to idolatry ? 

Aos. He has done every thing to prevent it, 
which the nuiure of man, as a moral being, and 
his character as a just lawgiver, demanded. 
That he could have done more, consistently 
with the principles of his government, to pre- 
vent defection, it is easier to assert than to 
prove. The laws and institutions which God 
has provided to prevent idolatry, have in every 
age been wisely adapted to the existing state of 
society and condition of the world. ‘The his- 
tory of his providence is a history of moral in- 
fluence on the part of God, to retain the allegi- 
ance of man; and of effort on the part of man, 
to flee from the hated knowledge of God into 
darkness. And now, shall the rebel, or his ad. 
vocate, demand, why God did not defeat his ef. 
forts to depart from him ?—** What could I have 
done, saith the Lord, that I have not done ?”’ 
If force was relevant, there might be an answer. 
Bot if it was relevant, how can it be accounted 
for that a God of sincerity should ask such a 


mand, Why does God permit men in Christian! 
jands to rob and lie and steal and perpetrate 
all sorts of crimes.—Are men not guilty be- 
cause God does not by force prevent their evil 
deeds? Then blame would be impossible—for 
if God did prevent, who could transgress ; and 
if his not doing it took away blame, who could 
sin? The lawgiver is not accountable for the 
misconduct of his subjecis, provided the laws 
are just, and they are free agents, and his ad- 
ministration is wise and good. The heathen, 
therefore, have no cloak for their sin, unless 
the transgressor may plead his own defence in 
arrest of judgment. 

2. If the Gospel is indispensable to the sal- 
vation of mankind, why has not God long since 
sent it to them ?—Because, in the first place, 
pagan nations have ever maintained violent op- 
position to its introduction. When the Gospel 
was given tothe Roman empire, the fire of ten 
persecutions raged against it; and when it tri- 
umphed, the delusion and the sword of Mahom- 
et, and the lying miracles and persecutions of 
popery combined to supplant and expel 1t.— 
Because the majority of nominal Christians have 
opposed and hindered the sending of the gospel 
to the heathen ; as, probably, some who make 
this objection now do.—And because Chris- 
tians have been too worldly, and slothful, and 
timid, and unwilling to do their duty. 

God has provided the gospel for all people, 
and commanded his disciples to send it to them; 
and if the heathen had been willing to receive 
it, and the friends of Christ had done their du- 
ty, the knowledge of the Lord might long since 
have covered the earth, as the waters do the 
sea. It is the fault of man, not of God, that 
the gospel has not been sent to the natiors. Is 
it to be expected that God shall send down an- 
gels to print bibles and scatter them? We 
might as well insist that he should send them 
down to plough and sow for us, while we sit in 
idleness, or conspire together to hinder the 
work, 

3. But if the heathen do, by the light of na- 
ture, as well as they can, ought they not to be 
accepted? The heathen do not do as well as 
they can, by the light of nature. ‘This light 
teaches them to love and to worship God, to 
abstain from the idolatries and immoralities in 
which they indulge, and to practice the moral 
virtues which they neglect. Instead of doing 
as well as they can, they do as bad as they can. 
Imagination cannot contrive, or depravity exe- 
cute wickedness surpassing that which charac- 
terises the idulatrous population of the world. 
Their very temples and worship embody all that 
is impure, debasing, andinhuman. If there be 
aspoton earth where the attraction of guilt 
might be expected to draw down the extermi- 
nating wrath of heaven, it is in those idol tem- 
ples, where six hundred millions of mankind | 
worship devils, and persist in the practice of 
unutterable abominations. 

4. But if the heathen cannot be saved with- 
out the gospel, how can they help themselves, 
and how, of course, can they be to blame? 
They can be to blame : because they sin against 
the light of nature, in rejecting the worship of 
God, and prefering the worship of idols; and 
in every one of the gross immoralities whici: 
they commit, their crimes if not aggravated by 
the presence of our superior light, are in them- 
selves as enormous as they can be, and with 
their light, eminently criminal and inexcusable; 
and it is as just that they should be punished 
for abusing the light of nature, as it is that we 
should be punished for violating the revealed 
laws of heaven. And as to their not being to 
blame for their sins, unless the gospel discovers 
to them some way to eseape punishment, it 
would be a singular maxim that criminals can- 
not deserve punishment, unless they can dis- 
cover some way to escape it. We thought it 
was the business of law, not to facilitate, but to 
prevent the escape of transgressors. What ifa 
band of robbers and murderers, overtaken by 
justice, and enclosed within massy walls, should 
try in vain to undermine or scale them, or burst 
the door of the dungeon? would they not be to 
biame, because they could not escape, and the 
government would not show them how, or aid 
their endeavors? But God from age to age has 
been attempting to show the heathen the way 
of escape, and they have hated the light, and 
refused to come to it. They went fruin it be- 
cause they hated it, and it shined in their 
darkness with the splendor of noon-day, they 
raged against it and put it out. Besides, it 
seems to be assumed in the objection, that it is 
merely for the wickedness committed in this 
world, that the heathen will suffer in the world 
to come ; whereas they form characters here of 
immutable wickedness, and continue through 
eternity as voluntary and as virulent in their 
aversion to God, as they were intime. It would 
mar therefore the joy of heaven, and not bene- 
fit the heathen themselves, to introduce them 
to that world of moral purity and glory. They 
would recoil from the insupportable light, and 
seek alleviation in the more congenial darkness 
of the world below. 


5. But it is said by some, that the heathen do 
not need the gospel: they are as well off with- 
out it as we are withit. Are they patriots, re- 
publicans, the friends of liberty, and the ene- 
mies of superstition and priest-craft, and foes 
to the union of church and state who say this ? 
How little such men know about the condition 
of the heathen, or how much they calculate 
upon the ignorance of others, is manifest. ‘The 
governments of all idolatrous nations are terri- 
fic despotisms. In all of them, the great body 
of the people are ignorant, poor, and vicious ; 
are tormented by the fears of a dark and crue! 
superstition, and enslaved by a sordid priest- 
hood ; they are crushed by the united weight of 
a pagan church and state union. No where is 
priestcraft so triumphant, or so terrible, as in 
pagan lands. ‘There, too, the wife is the slave, 
and not the enlightened companion of her hus- 
band ; and the biessing of the christian family 
state is not known. Infanticide, and by the 
hands of the mother, is common ; thousands ot 
widows burn, annually, on the funeral pile with 
their dead husbands ; and thousands of parents, 
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ess, aré Carried from their own dwellings to die 
on the cold ground, by starvation and disease. 
Do not the heathen need the gospel? Are they 
as well off without it as we are withit? Were 
there no heaven to lose, or hel! to be endured, 
do they not need that peace on earth and good 
will towards men which are found only in alli- 
ance with the gospel ? 

6. lt is said that itis a libel on the character 
of God to suppose that so large a portion of the 
human race are so wicked, and exposed to such 
punishment. But is the lawgiver accountable 
for the misconduct of his subjects? It may as 
well be insisted that the crimes of christian 
communities are not crimes and do not expose 
men to future punishment, because, to suppose 
it, would be a libel on our Maker. But was it 
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ever alleged in behalf of criminals in a court of 


justice, that there were so many of them, that 
to suppose them guilty, and to punish them 
would be a libel on the government? It be- 
longs to governments to make good laws, and 
then to execute them, instead of rendering dis- 
obedience impossible, or the following a multi- 
tude to do evil safe. 

7. But after all, these, itis said, are the harsh 
and repe!lant vi> vs of an obsolete theology, 
and that the mo.ern and more enlightened 
views are much nore amiable and consoling. 

But again we answer, that the views here 
exhibited are the result of divine testimony, and 
unquestionable matters of fact; and the Rus- 
sian campaign, or the existence of shipwrecks 
and piracies may as well be denied, because it 
is much more amiable and consoling to believe 
that they never happened. But was the inno- 
cence of an accused person ever pleaded ina 
court of justice, on the ground that the supposi- 
tion of his guilt is a harsh and repellant view, 
and the supposition of his innocence a much 
more amiable and consoling conclusion, 

8. But it is said, God can take care of the 
heathen ; he does not need us ;—and it may be 
added, can take care ofour health, aud plough, 
and sow, and reap our fields, and send angels 
to educate our children, and preach the gospel 
to them. He does not need us. But do you 
think he will do it, because he can? Does his 
ability to work without man, supersede the ne- 
cessity of man’s instrumentality /—The express 
declarations of the Bible, and the analogy of 
Providénce, stamp the supposition with folly 
and presumption. 

The factis, that the heathen are unholy and 
miserable on earth, and, as certainly as heaven 
isa holy world, are disqualified for heaven. 
The gospel ts the only remedy, and on Chris- 
tians devolves the duty of sending it to them; 
and to palliate or deny their sin, does not alter 
their character or condition. ‘lo form charita- 
hle opinions, and hopes, and good wishes, does 
them no good, but rather irreparable injury ; 
for the heathen will never be converted, until 
their guilt and misery are admitted, and every 
attempt to palliate their guilt and cover wretch- 
edness, is a barbarous eflurt to prevent the 
sympathy of the Christian world from hastening 
to their relief. Who is willing to assume this 
responsibility? What Christian, redeemed by 
the blood of Jesus, will dare to do it? What 
Levite will look upon them, and pass by on the 
other side, and tell the world thit they are not 
wounded, and do not need the healing balm of 
the Gospel? The entire heathen world groans 
and travails in pain until now, waiting for the 
manifestations of the sons of God. 

TO MISSIONARIES. 

Ye leaders of the Armies of the Living God, 
dare ye, through Christ which strengtheneth you, 
receive this sword, and war with it against those 
fallen angels, who have usurped dominion in 
Africa and in the East, and opposed their bloody 
altars and filthy mysteries tothe God whom ye 
serve? We offer you the first honours of the 
Church ;—your Master’s cup, his baptism, the 
fellowship of his sufferings : aconformity to his 
life, who had not where to lay his head; anda 
conformity to his death, who expired on a cross.
